To Legislature 
Time after time the argument 
between the two cities has reached 
the legislature. The battles on the 
legislative floor have become so 
bitter that nothing has been done 
about the school.

The Board of Curators 
generally has favored Columbia.

Probably 
because of a falling out between 
these lawyers the term s of this em ­ 
ployment was charged so that the 
fee was to be reduced by 10,000 
acres and was to be, and was, pat­ 
ented to them individually, 20,000 
acres to each.
